NORTH AMERICAN FEDERATION. 

Wilh iko ordinary courso ol Canadian 
politics, tho intere.stti cf neither Vancouver 
Island nor British Columbia are closely in- 
terwoven; but lbs recent mail Las brought 
us intelligence of a movemont in tho Legis- 
lature of Canada which, if carried into 
effect, ia likely in the course of time to 
brinn the colonies of the Pacific within tho 
political folds of a great North American 
constitution. The diliiculties ol carjing on 
b Uovornujent in Cauada, whore part/ spirit 
is so equally divided that no cabinet can feel 
itself stable for a day, liavo at length induced 
the leaders of both sides to form a coalition 
that will lend lo give something like perma- 
nence to ihe Government. In order, however, 
to satisly the demands which immediately 
arise Irom this union of heterogeneity, a com- 
promise it brought forward which it is al- 
leged will prove tho panacea lor existing 
evils. A Federation of Upper and Lower 
Canada — or, in other words, a system that 
will give lo each section a Legislature to 
manage its local affairs, while the more gen- 
eral interests of tarilf, excise, postal, &o., will 
come under Ihe jurisdiction of a Federal body 
—is the proposition to be laid before the Cana- 
dian Legislature. Although in the begin- 
ning tbo federation is to be confined to 
Canada, yet the scheme is intended to cm- 
brace the wholo of tho North American 
Proviuces so soon as arrangements can be 
made to that effect. 

Whatever may be the result of this present 
attempt to form a federation of tho North 
American colonies, of one thing we feol con- 
tain, no very great number of years can 
elapse without some such project being con- 
summated. A balf-a-dozen different p.-o\ iucos, 
under one sovereignty and adjoining each 
other, with no assimilation in their tarifb, is 
a state of affairs that could not from its nature 
Tery long 1 exist. Independent, however, of 
this auomaly, there are growing aspirations 
among the North Aniorican colonists which 
must be met by a wider range of poliiioal life. 
Tho people have been encumbered loo long 
by disabilities which aro as wounding to 
their self-love as they ore injurious to their 
position in tho eyes of the world. 

With all tho advantages of the system of 
Responsible Government, granted, after 
many conflicts, by the Imperial authorities, 
the colonist ii still but half an Englishman 
in national privilege!, National patronage 
flips over bis head even in cases where he is 
pre-eminently qualified for and entitlad to 
the post. The position of colonial Goyernor 
has been seldom or never assigned him ; and 
in many parts of Her Majesty's dominions 
ho is precluded from practising in tho Courts 
of law. Ho has no voice in making or un- 
making some of those wars in which ho may 
be the greatest sufferer, can ontor into no 
treaty, nor, in fact, exercise any of the im- 
portant duties pertaining to nationality, A 
federation of course, cunnot make his positiun 
in this respect very much better ; but it will 
prepare the people rapidly for that independ- 
ence which is looming in the near future— 
on independence which, while adding another 
nation to the American continent, will relieve 
the mother country of many anxieties and 
troubles, and give substanco to her states- 
man's boast of the past that lie had called 
new worlds into existence to adjust the bal- 
ance of the old. 

We hail this first movement of the Cana- 
dian Government as Ihe commencement of 
the regeneration of thn hitlmrto apron- 
itringed colonists. With a federation of 
colonies from oue oceau to tbo other, what 
limits can bo placed to our material great- 
ness, a r.d what toourpolitic.il aspirations? 
Instead, of colonial talont being ''cabined, 
cribbed, coufined," to tho barren area of local 
politics, its horizon will be extended across 
a continent, and a more oongenial field of 
operations will be opened to the vigorous 
minds of the North American Provinces 
The only hitches that can possibly stand in 
tho way of the immediate consummation of 
the scheme, will be thoso of detail. The 
basis for the federation is .similar lo that 
which we bave already suggested in reference 
to a union between this colony arid British 
Columbia. "In the Upper Branch of the 
federal Legislature, the equality ol represen- 
tation is to be preserved, while in the Lower 
Branoh, representation by population is lo 
prevail," Tbore will, no doubt, bo some 
anxiety amongst tho British element of 
Lower Canada ; for the French population 
will in tho local Legislature bave an over- 
whelming majority ; on the other hand, how- 
ever, when tho federation is extended to the 
other Provinoes, the French in their turn 
tw ill feel themselves swamped in the Lower 
Branch of the Federal Legislature ; so that 
the scheme is likoiy to meet with considera- 
ble difficulty before it can be got into 
working order. Our space will not admit 
of a much further discussion nf the topic to- 
day ; but we can only hope that the move- 
ment may be thoroughly successful, and thus 
enable us at no distant date, to omorgo from 
our helplessness anil isolation, and become 
members ol tho groat North American Fed- 
eration.

The principal feature 
of the exhibition was the steam engine con- 
structed wholly ol glss.'i and propelled by 
voritable sttiam generated in glass boilers. 
It is certainly a triumph ol glass blowing 
art. Not the least nttructivo feature of the 
evening was tho giviiifc away of tho orna- 
ments manufactured dining the exhibition, 
Bome of which were worth more than Ibe cost 
of admission.

THE LICENSE GRIEVANCE. 

EnrTOii British Colonist : Believing tho 
Press to bo not only the exponent of public 
opinion but also the medium by which abuses 
can be shown up and grievances remedied, I 
ask permission lor tha insertion iu your 
columns ol tho following facts rulnlivo to 
my application for a liceuse, and as you have, 
sumo time siuco editorially remarked upon 
my case, I can with confidence appeal to 
you and through you fo my fellow oitizens 
for their sympathy ond support. 

On tbo llti) July last, at tho special ses- 
sion of tho Bench of Magistrates, I applied 
for a liquor liconso for the John Bull Hotel, 
which was built and first opened by ma in 
1802, and which was subsequently leased 
from me by Mr. Dodd, who became insolvent 
about three weeks previous to the above 
date, and during my absence Irom the Colo- 
ny. On my application hoing handed in, I 
wns told that tho arrears of lioensd (li 
months) had not been paid, nnd therefore I 
could Dot have tho license ; Ihe Bench at Mr. 
Pemborton'a instance, ruling that the house 
was licensed, not the man, consequently I 
was liable, but I might apply in a week's 
lime. On the 19th 1 renewed my applica- 
tion, and explained that thoro were funds in 
tho hands of tho assignees of Mr. Dudd's 
estate sufficient to pay the arrears of license, 
and that I myself was owed rent, and there- 
fore Fjhopedthey would not refuse my appli- 
cation. The majority of the Bench thought 
it a hard caso, but ultimately gave way to 
Mr. Pemberton, who remarked it was re- 
fused pending the payment ol arrears; I 
could however, apply again. I subsequently 
waited with Mr. Bishop upon Mr. I'ember- 
ton to ask him to take the necessary steps 
for the payment of the said arrears out of the 
funds in the assignees' hands. The reply was, 
he would speak lo Mr. Smith. After seeing 
Mr. Pemberton nnd Mr. Smith five difierent 
timeE on the subject, and pointing out the 
loss I was sustaining by the nouso remaining 
closod, I was referred by the latter gentle- 
man to the Treasurer Mr. Watson, and his 
remarks were ao pertinent and decisive that 
it prompted mo to indite this letter. He 
slated " that he notified the Assignees imme- 
diately upon the advertisement appearing in 
tho papers, and further stated that they were 
bound to pay, and the house was not liable for 
the Litente." On Friday last I saw Mr. 
Pemberton and was told 1 must wait till 
September. 1 have therefore tho alternative, 
should I succeed upon my third application, 
of paying a quarter's License in September, 
which quarter expires on the 21st of the fol- 
lowing month ; at which time— unless, for- 
sooth, the same kind indulgence of six months 
be granted mo as to my predecessor — a for- 
thor quarter's licence will bo due; for, with- 
out dwelling upon the fact of Government 
officials allowing licenses lo fall in arrears, is 
it not monstrous that — to • quote Irom your 
leading article soma time since—" a solvent 
customer should pay tho dobl of an insolvent 
one," and that a. house which has hold a 
liconso for nearly two years without one word 
of complaint against it from the authorities, 
should then be refused — why ! simply bo- 
cause tho previous occupant had uot paid his 
license. The British public have learnt, 
tl rough Ihe Press at home, many of the 
drawbaoks of this colony by those who emi- 
grated here in 1862 ; but that one's time and 
money should be frittered away by the caprice 
of any one man, and that too without oither 
reason or justice on his aide, is something bo 
flagrant that were it to he the rulo, and not 
the exception, persons would indeed pause 
ero they embarked the little capital they 
possessed in this country, where, with such 
ay unsettled and fluctuating population (un- 
like other colonies) every possible assistance 
should bo givou instead of being withheld 
by the Government. It may be considered 
that what I have elated will prejudice my 
cause and affect my obtaining a license, but 
Siagna est Veritas et prtvolebit ; 1 ehall no 
doubt ho wauLcd carefully by tb.5 authorities, 
but it is not my aim either to come into con- 
fiict. with or court favor from them; I state 
the faols of the case, and may Ihe public 
draw their owe conclusions ; 1 simply ask for 
justice.

The l'receplrcss forwarded the letter to 
Chief Buike, and he, determined to ferret out 
tho author and bring him to punishment, re- 
lieved officer Hess from his usual office duty, 
and detailed bim to attend to the matter, 
Hess wrote Ihe following letter, had it copied 
in a lady's hand, and sent it lo the town in 
which tho seminary at which tho young lady 
w>as attending is located, lo bo mailed lor 
San Franoiseo :

He then obtained an order from Postmusler 
Pork ins lo the delivory clerk to pnswer that 
no such letter had been leceived, when it 
should be called lor, and lo get aa full a des- 
cription ol the parly calling lor il as possible. 
The next day tho lelkT was called for, and a 
description of ihe party calling lor it taken 
down. Iloss then commenced watching at 
the window, and witli occasional relief by 
officer Pike, continued bis waich night und 
day for two weeks. Yesterday, Ihe villain 
came, got his leltor, and left. Hess followed 
him, saw him break open the letter, and then 
drop into a saloon. Following him in, Ihe 
officer entered into conversation with bim, 
asked him his busiuess, learned what he 
could of him, and theu took hiiri into custody.

SEVEN THOUSAND PEOPLE DIE 
OF STARVATION. 

Capt. J, Bickford, of the brig Monte 
C'bristo, which sailed from Porto Praya, thu 
capital of Santiago, one of the Capo Verde 
Islands, on May lftth, and has recently arriv. 
ed at Boston, gives a most distressing ac. 
count of the famine there. There has been 
no rain for a year, and tho crops have (ailed, 
the verdure is parohed and shrivelled in iho 
heat, and the ground is dry nnd dusty. The 
people in tho country who depend upon their 
crops for food, afier exhausting their slender 
resources, Hock into the towns and die by 
scores. Capt. Bickford was informed that on 
Santiago, which is tho principal island in Ibe 
group, and which a year ago contained a 
population of 55,000, 7000 had died of star- 
vation between January 1st and May 1st. 
The Portuguese Government hud authorized 
a draft on their treasury to tho amount of 
375,000, to relieve the poor, but this had gone 
but a very little way, although the new Gov- 
ernor, Senor Don Campo Bello, had dono 
what ho could to help iho suffering wilhin 
his reach. Hon. Antonia Bolle Fortes, will) 
some other wealthy gentlemen, had ereelrd 
a large building, where as many as possible 
of the starving who came in from tho coun- 
try were sheltered and fed, but in many cases 
life was too far gono to render suceor of any 
avail.

Men, haggard with hunger, begged 
of bim for food ; women, guunt and weak, 
tottered e long the road and fell fainting in 
full sight, perhaps, of tho city where they 
hoped to find bread ; children, almost naked, 
held up their liltlo bony aims mutely asking 
for help. Ha wont but a short distance, and 
returned heart sick. Whon the cargo of the 
bri^ was landed am' carried up into the city, 
men and women dug in the dust for a lew 
grains of noe which fell from Ihe bags, and 
ireasnred them au if tbey had been gold. 
There oan be no crops btdore the first of De- 
cember, even if the Islands have rain, and the 
supply of corn nnd rice which they have at 
Porto" Prays, for such scanty charity as they 
are able lo afford, is only about enough for a 
month more. In this stato of things il be- 
jomos our citizens to consider whether, m<l- 
wilbstarjding.their libeialityin responding io 
other calls made, it homo, ihey can suffer 
these poor people, within thirty days' sail of 
Boston, to starve lo death, 'he Cape da 
Verde Islands ure ten in namber, and in 
1850 had a population of 80,738.
